Italy declared war against Austria-

Rumania. 


Austria-Hungary's assurances that 


it was not inspired by a spirit of 
conquest or territorial gains in at- 
tacking Serbia, have not been ful- 
filled. 


Rumania

menacing her future. 


Rumanians in Hungary 
suffered 


oppression, arousing 
a 
continual 


state of animosity between the 
two 


nations. 


Rumania desired to 
hasten 
the 


end of the war, safeguard her racial

unity. 


The note, after defining the pur- 


pose of the triple alliance, as con- 
stituted prior to the war, and after 
declaring that his alliance no longer 
exisited after Italy declared war up- 
on Austria-Hungary, 
read as

Rumania remained in the poace 


group of states, seeking to work in 
agreement in order to assure peace 
and to conserve 
the 
situation de 


facto 
and 
de 
jure,

treaties. 
Rumania then found her- 


self in the presence of powers mat - 
ing war for 
the 
sole 
purpose of 


transforming from top to bottom the 
old arrangements which had served 
as a basis for their treaty of alli- 
ance. 
These changes were for Ru- 


mania proof that the object she pur- 
sued in joining the triple alliance no 
longer could be attained and that 
she must direct her efforts in new 
paths, especially "as the work under- 
taken by 
Autria-Hungary 
threat- 


ened the interests of Rumania and 
her national 
aspirations. 
Conse- 


quently Rumania resumed her lib- 
erty of action. 


"The neutrality which Rumania 


imposed upon itself in consequence

"Today, we are confronted by a 


situation de facto threatening great 
territorial transformations, and po- 
litical changes of a nature consti- 
tuting a grave menace to the future 
of Rumania.

he was powerless to deal with the

Pointing 
out 
the distress and 


liardships which a nation-wide strike 
would bring upon the country the 
president asked congress to empow- 
er him to draft into the service of 
he United States the very managers 
and men who have been unable to 
adjust their differences so that the 
government may operate 
the rail- 


oads in case of military necessity. 


He proposed that congress: First, 


'nlarge the membership of the inter- 
state commerce commission to equip 
t to deal with large situations. Sec- 
ond, 
that an eight-hour day be es- 


ablishecl for all trainmen in inter- 
state commerce. Third, that a com- 
mission investigating the effect 
of 


he eight-hour day, but without rec- 
ommendation that the public may 
earn from a disinterested sort of the 
merits of the question. Fourth, that 
he interstate commerce commission 
consider the increased cost of the 
ight-hour day in making rates. And 


fifth, amend the mediation law to 
prevent strikes or lockouts while 
ndustrial disputes are

vestigated. 
The sixth proposal was 


hat the president be empowered to 
operate the railways in case of mil- 
tary necessity.

menclations are to be carried

resident Wilson left entirely in the 
lands of congress.

court has held that it would not un- 
dertake to form a judgment upon 
forecasts, hut could base its action

To under- 


take to arbitrate the question of the 
adoption of an eight-hour day in the 
light of re-nilis merely estimated and 
predicted would be to undertake an 
enterprise of conjecture. 
No wise 


man could undertake it, or, if he did 
undertake it. could feel assured of 
his conclusions. 


"I 
unhesitatingly 
offered 
the 


friendly services of the administra- 
tion to the railway managers to see 
to it that justice was done the rail- 
roads in the outcome. 
I felt war- 


ranted in assuring thnt that no ob- 
stacle of law would ho suffered to 
stand in the way of thf-ir increasing 
their revenues to meet the expenses 
resulting from the chance so far as 
the development of 
their business 


and 
of their 
administrative effi- 


ciency did not prove adequate 
to 


meet them. 


"The public and the representa- 


tives of the public. I felt justified in 
assuring 
them 
were 
disposed 
to 


nothing but justice in such cases and 
were willing to 
serve

"The representatives of the broth- 


erhoods accepted the plan; but the 
representatives of the railroads de- 
clined to accept it. 
In the face of 


what I cannot but regard 
as

practical certainty that they will be 
ultimately obliged to accept the eight 
hour day bv the concerted action of 
organized labor, backed by the fa- 
vorable judgment of 
society, 
the 


representatives of the railway man- 
agement have felt justified in 
de- 


fining a peaceful settlement which 
would engage all the forces of jus- 
tice, public and private, 
on 
their 


side to take care of the event. 
They 


fear the hostile influence of shippers 
who would be opposed to an increase 
of freight rates (for which, however. 
of course, the public 
itself 
would 


pay); they apparently feel no con- 
iide.nce that the interstate commerce 
commission could stand the objec- 
tion that would be made.

not care, to rely upon the friendly 
assurances of the congress or

their decision to reject my counsel 
in this matter upon their conviction 
that they must at any cost to them- 
selves or to the country stand firm 
for the 
principle 
of 
arbitration 


which the men had rejected. I based 
my counsel upon the indisputable 
fact that there was no means of ob- 
taining arbitration. 
The law sup- 


plied none: earnest efforts at medi- 
ation had failed to 
influence 
the 


men in the least. To stand firm for 
the principle of arbitratoin and yet 
get arbitration seemed to me futile, 
and something more than futile, be- 
cause it ivvolved incalculable dis- 
tress to the 
country 
and 
conse- 


quences in some respects worse than 
those of war. and that in the midst 
of peace.

"I yield to no man in firm ad- 


herence, alike of conviction and o 
puropse., to the principle of

"Second—The establishment of an 


eight-hour day as

state transportation. 


"Third—the authorization of 
the 


appointment by the president of 
small body of men to observe the 
actual results in experience ot the 
adoption of the eight hour

railway tran.-portation alike for t 
men and the railroads; its effects in 
the matter of operating costs, 
and 


the application of the existing prac- 
tices and agreements to the new con 
ditions and in all other practical as- 
pects with the provision that the in- 
vestigators shall report their conclu- 
sions to the congress at the earliest 
possible date but without recommen- 
dation as to legislative action in or- 
der that the public may learn from 
an unprejudiced source wiiat actual 
developments have ensued. 


"Fourth—explicit approval by the 


congress of the consideration by th> 
interstate commerce commission of 
an increase of freight rates to meet 
such additional expenditures by tin.- 
railroads as may have been render- 
ed necessary by the adoption of the 
eight-hour day, and which have not 
been offset by administrative read- 
justments and economics, should the 
facts disclosed justify the increase. 
"Fifth—An amendment of the ex- 


isting federal 
statute, 
which pro- 


vides for the mediation, conciliation 
and arbitration of such controversies 
as the present by adding to it a pro- 
vision that in case the methods 
of 


accommodation 
now 
provided 
for 


should fail, a full public investigation 
of the merits of every such dispute 
shall be instituted and completed be- 
fore a strike or lockout may lawful- 
ly be attempted. 


"Sixth—The 
lodgement 
in 
the 


bands of the executive of the power 
in case of military necessity to take 
control of such portions and such 
rolling stock of the railways of the 
country as may be required for mili- 
tary use and to operate them for mil- 
itary purposes, 
with authority 
to 


draft into the military service of the 
United States such train crews and 
administrative officials as the cir- 
cumstances require for their safe and 
efficient use. 
"This last suggestion I make be- 


:ause we cannot in any circumstances 
suffer the nation to he hampered In 
the essential matter of national de- 
fenses. 
At the present moment cir- 


umstances render this duty partic- 
u'arly obvious. Almost the entire 
military force of the nation is be- 
yo'id or upon the Mexican border to 
Bfuard our territory against hostile 
raids. It must be supplied and stead- 
ily supplied, whatever It needs for 
its maintenance and efficiency. 


"There is one other 
thing 
we 


should do if wo are thorough cham- 
pions of arbitration. We should make 
all 
arbitral 
awarded 
judgments 


t>y record of a court of law in order 
that their 
interpretation 
and 
en- 


forcement may lie, not with one of 
the parties to the arbitration, 
but 


with an impartial and authoritative 
tribunal. 
"These things I urge upon you, 


not in haste or merely as a means of 
meeting a present emergency but as 
permanent and necessary additions 
;o the law of the land suggested, in- 
leed by what I have hoped never to 
see but Imperative as well as Just if 
such emergencies are to be prevented 
n the future.

Visit to the Newark Plant Elicits 


Much lujrornuuton Ttiat 
IK 


There is a very small percentage 


of the citizens of Newark, includ- 
ing owners of automobiles, having 
the least conception of Mie process of 
manufacture of pneumatic tires, and 
that a product is made right here in 
Newark, which ranks with the best. 
This lack of knowledee is not sur- 
prising, as the methods .are unique 
and complicated, and a visit to the 
Phans Tire & 'Rubber Company's 
plant, in West Main street was most 
interesting and instructive. 


This company started in Xewark 


in December of 1913, not yet three 
years ago. with less than 
30 em- 


ployes. 
There are now about 180 


employed, a four-fold 
increase 
-in 


that time, but the orders now on 
hand are far ahead of the plant's ca- 
pacity. 
This condition has obtained 


for the greater part of the present 
season, although much overtime has 
been put m. 


Most of the employes ot the Pharis 


Company are skilled laborers, 
and 


earn larger wages. 
There is not a 


foreigner employed at the plant, and 
the weekly pay roll is of course a 
heavy one meaning much to 
many 


families whose heads are employed 
there, and those with whom 
they 


trade 


Practically every size tire upon the 


market is rnadu, the smallest being 
2S by 3. and the largebt 38 by .'• 1-2, 
which retail at from $y.3."> to $.-.2.10. 
The piaiit now is making about 175 
tires per day and ib lar behind in 
the lilling of its orders. 


But to return to the process of tire 


making, which a reporter was shown 
from crude rubber to the product 
leady for shipment. It is difficult to 
convey to the layman 
an adequate 


idea of the details of manufacture. 


The best Para rubber comes trom 


South America, but at present large 
quantities that grow in Ceylon are 
bn'nn imported. Both of these kinds 
are used at the Pharis plant. 


Crude rubber cannot be vulcaniz- 


o'1 except by acid or by mixing 
it 


with certain compounds. This latter 
method is used by A. A. Bishop, coin- 
poum'er at the Xewark factory, and 
his 
formulas 
of course 
are 
his 


secrets. 


\Vith these compounds the rubber 


is sent to the mixing mills, where it 
is ' worked" through heaiy steel !oi- 
lers until it attains a certain degree 
oi consistency, when it is ready for 
Hb6.The next process is to "friction" 
this rubber into the 'fabric" ^vhich 
i<* the hnest Egyptian and Sea Island 
cotton. 
To do this a huge machine

This consists of three mas- 


steel, hollow rolls 
G4 
inches

which are cooled with 
water 
and 


heated with steam. 
Under tremen- 


dous pressure the rubber is forced 
into the cotton and the 'fabric'

rcad> for the stock cutters where it 
is cut into the required lengths and 
widths. 
The tire proper is built over a 


solid iron core, the diameter and cir 
cumtcrence of the size 
tire to be 


made. 
This core is

"buck" which allows it to revolve 
Ireely or lemain stationary at the op- 
tion of the

corr is put first a coat of liquid ce- 
ment, and upon this is pressed the 
first ply of fabric, which is made to 
adhere perfectly to the core. A sec- 
ond pl> is then put on in the same 
wanner as the f'rst except theie is 
no cement used, as the fabric sticks 
imich the same as a roll Of surgeon's 
court plaster. 


Afier the second ply an inspector 


looks at the work and puts on

the three groups now working in this 
shop, and every tire is inspected five
